Open House May 19 for New 
$1.8 Million Camp Building 


An Open House for a new 
$1.8 million Logistical Sup- 
port Facility (LSF) at Camp 
Grayling will be held Satur- 
day, May 19, announced 
Colonel Ivan Gwilt, com- 
mander of Camp Grayling. 

Gwilt said the Open House, 
held in conjunction with the 
celebration of Amred Forces 
Day, will allow the public to 
visit the new facility. The 
Open House will be held 
from 11 a.m. to 2 p.m. with a 
ribbon-cutting ceremony at 
11:05 a.m. near the main en- 
trance of the facility. 

The LSF covers more than 
109,000 square feet contain- 
ing storage and administra- 
tive area. The new building 


replaces more than 20 
separate buildings located 
throughout Camp Grayling 
and consolidates all supply 
and storage needs for the 
main camp in one building. 
Supplies, equipment, and 
rations will be received, 
stored, and issued at the LSF 
to troops using Camp Gray- 
ling. Each troop unit is 
issued supplies upon 
arrival and must return non- 
consumable goods prior to 
departure. ations are 
issued continually during 
troop training at the camp. 
The new LS¥F will streamline 
and speed these functions 
providing a better cost- 
efficient operation and per- 


mitting more time for troop 
training. 

The LSF employs 12 per- 
sons full-time with an addi- 
tional 33 seasonal employees 
during Annual _ Training 
periods. During 1984, Colonel 
Gwilt estimated more than 
36,000 troops will train at 
Camp Grayling — including 
one encampment period with 
more than 15,000 troops 
training at one time. 

In addition to tours of the 
LSF, the equipment will also 
be displayed during the Open 
House adjacent to the new 
facility. Refreshments will 
be provided and Col. Gwilt 
encourages the public to 
visit during the Open House. 


Commissioner Joyce Resigns

Crawford County Com- 
missioner Garland ‘Bud” 
Joyce resigned from the 
county board Saturday say- 
ing he was disappointed in 


’ the board’s ability to work as 


a unit. 

In a letter dated May 5 ad- 
dressed to board. chair- 
person Jeannette Kitchen, 
Joyce said his decision to 
resign was made over a long 
time. 

“Upon election, I had 
believed that my long, diver- 
sified experiences in areas 
related to, and necessary for 
successful public office, 
would bring an added dimen- 
sion to the Board where it 
was evidently lacking 
before. More than 370 
voters of District 7 obviously 


believed as I did,’’ Joyce 
said in his letter. 

“Tt was evident from the 
start of my term that such 
would not be the case. The 
‘reigning cabal’ (re-elected 
with no opposition) quickly 
made it known that ‘you’re 
new, you will learn our way’. 
The board had no up-dated 
policies, no job descriptions, 
did not follow P.A. 621 (State 
Finance Act) of 1978, ex- 
pended unbudgeted funds as 
it chose (e.g. $17,000 for 
police radios, salary in- 
creases were not budgeted). 
That was the case in Jan. 
1983 -—- it is still the case in 
May, 1984, despite attempts 
and offers to assist in these 
areas. 

‘In 1983, more than $10,000 
was spent for an ‘Outside 


Labor Consultant’ while 
such a person sat on the 
board, removed from the 
Labor Committee for offer- 
ing advice on a personnel 
case, which, if followed, 
could have saved the county 
at least $20,000. The em- 
ployee is currently back at 
work as was predicted to you 
last March (1983),” stated 
Joyce. 

“T find it impossible to 
continue to attempt to work 
with this oligarchy that 
allows one member _ to 
publicly state that ‘there’s 
no use of Joyce, Welser or 
Neilson coming to the meet- 
ings because we can out-vote 
them on anything we please, 
anyway.’ This deprives the 
board of all integrity and,

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Judge Rules Against 
K mart Project Lawsuit

A lawsuit against the 
Crawford County Economic 
Development Corporation K 
mart project went down for 
the second time Monday as 
Circuit Court Judge William 
Porter issued his ruling 
following a March 19 
hearing. 

Crawford County Prosecu- 
tor John Huss said Porter 
ruled on all counts in favor of 
the EDC board and county 
board of commissioners, 
defendants in the lawsuit 
filed by John Kraus, co- 
owner of the Ben Franklin 
Family Center. 


Jeannette Kitchen, Craw- 
ford County Board of Com- 
missioners chairperson, said 
she was happy about the 
decision and hoped the coun- 
ty could get on with regular 
business now. 


In an earlier hearing Jan. 
9 Porter ruled Kraus did not 
have legal standing, or the 
right to sue the project. 

Kraus filed an amended 
lawsuit and in the second 
ruling Porter also said 
Kraus failed to show legal 
standing. 

“The Court finds that 
plaintiff lacks standing to 
bring instant action because 
his claimed future injury (a 
loss of business from unfair 
competition and increased 
traffic and use of his facili- 
ties) is not sufficiently con- 
erete..,”’ 

Furthermore, Porter said 
for the alleged future in- 
juries of trespass or nuisan- 
ce resulting from increased 
traffic on the road in front of 
his business and use of his 
facilities, including walk- 
ways and parking lots by K 
mart patrons, Kraus is pro- 


tected by common law. Por- 
ter said that common law 
protection is entirely 
unrelated and unaffected by 
the EDC act. 

In addition, Porter stated 
that there is no common law 
right “to be free from the 
competition by another who 
has the benefit of advanta- 
geous loan interest rates.” 

Kraus had claimed the ap- 
proval of public bonds for the 
K mart project would give 
his competitor an unfair ad- 
vantage of about $52,000 a 
year in lower rent. 

Porter also ruled Kraus 
failed to provide legal cause 
to show why the court should 
intervene with the project. 

The Grayling K mart 
store, located along the I-75 
Business Loop south of town, 
is nearing completion and is 
expected to be open this 
summer. 


Gould Remains Aging 
Commission Director

A motion to impose a 90- 
day leave of absence on Lora 
Gould, director of the county 
Commission on Aging, was 
referred to a new personne} 
committee by a 9-2 vote of 
the commission Tuesday 
morning. 

Barbara Selesky made the 
original motion to impose a 
%-day leave of absence to 
settle down seniors while the 
commission put programs 
back in order. Mary Harland 
sunnorted the motion stating 
it wasn’t fair for an em- 
ployee to be in the middle of 
everything while the com- 
mission examined opera- 
tions. 

Jeff Regan moved to refer 
the leave of absence motion 


to a personnel committee 
formed that morning. Regan 
said a leave of absence 
would create a need for a 
temporary director — fur- 
ther causing frag mentation 
of programs, 

Ed Dailey, of Frederic, 
one of about 50 persons at- 
tending the meeting, said the 
commission has lost its 
credibility with seniors in 
the county and will lose any 
attempt to obtain more 
millage. He said the com- 
mission needs to restore its 
credibility somehow. 

In other action, a motion to 
table any decisions concern- 
ing facilities for programs 
was passed. A special com- 
mittee of Paul Lerg, Dorothy 
Allen, and Regan had offer- 


ed six possible sites for pro- 
grams: the Grayling 
Housing Commission 
project, a former liquor 
store owned by Van’s, M-72 
Plaza, the former Mon- 
tgomery Wards store, the 
former Foodland, and the 
former Fred Bear Museum. 
Allen said it was her dream 
that the seniors would some- 
day own their own place in- 


stead of renting. 
The aging commission 
unanimously passed a 


motion to establish three 
committees, a finance and 
policy committee, a person- 
nel committee, and a plan- 
ning and programs commit- 
tee. Lerg, in support of 
establishing the three com-

New Housing Head Must Have 
HUD Management Certificate

The new manager of the 
Grayling housing project 
will need a public housing 
manager certificate. 

Dorothy Latuszek, presi- 
dent of the Grayling Housing 
Commission, said Wednes- 
day at a special meeting the 
certificate will be the main 
qualification for a new 
manager of the &8-unit 
housing project. The certifi- 
cate is obtained through a 
schooling process with HUD, 
Latuszek said, but that was 


_ about all the information the 


commission knew about the 
certificate at that time. 

HUD requires all mana- 
gers of projects with more 
than 75 units to have the 
public housing management 
certificate. Latuszek said 
Kathy Miles, a HUD official, 
told her a temporary certifi- 
cate can be obtained, HUD 
will not approve the salary of 
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units if the manager does not 
possess a public housing 
manager certificate. 

Lora Gould, former direc- 
tor of the housing project, 
did not have to have a 
public housing manager cer- 
tificate because she was 
hired before 1981 when the 
new regulations went into ef- 
fect requiring the certifi- 
cate, Latuszek said. 
Grayling also did not have 
more than 75 units until 
recently. 

The commission is adver- 
tising the position in a fifty- 
mile radius and set a June 
8th deadline on applications. 
The commission did not 
determine a salary Wednes- 
day leaving wages and bene- 
fits negotiable. The com- 
mission did say the top 
salary allowed by HUD is 
$13,900, and they = said 
housing for the new manager 
possibly will be included 
with the job. 


Other qualifications for a 
new manager preferred by 
the commission include a 
high school diploma, ex- 
perience with preparing 
HUD grant applications, ex- 
perience in filling out per- 
formance reports, under- 
standing of lease and rental 
agreements along with com- 
petition bid procedures for 
construction projects, and 
an ability to work well with 
the general public. 

The commission took these 
preferred qualifications 
from guidelines used by 
other housing commissions 
and added a qualification of 
experience with budget 
preparations within HUD 
guidelines because that was 
a problem area in Grayling 
before. 

Latuszek said she proba- 
bly wouldn’t be in favor of 
starting a new manager at 
the top of the pay scale but 
salary will depend on ex- 


perience and qualifications. 
She noted that the Grayling 
housing project had the high- 
est administrative costs out 
of 17 other housing projects 
she studied, Another housing 
project with 110 units had a 
top salary of $11,000 for a 
housing manager. 

In other housing com- 
mission news, Latuszek 
reported that a _ station 
wagon used by the former 
director Gould is being sold, 
and all signs referring to the 
senior citizen center have 
been removed. A new sign 
stating Grayling Housing 
Commission has been erect- 
ed. 

Latuszek reported that a 
review of all tenant files is 
continuing and corrections 
in leases and rent payments 
are being made. An audit by 
HUD will begin this week. 

Latuszek said ali policies 
of the housing project are

Grayling 23 Years Ago 


INTERESTING ITEMS OF NEWS GATHERED FROM 
THE FILES OF THE AVALANCHE OF 23 YEARS AGO 


23 Years Ago 
May 11, 1961 

An attempt is being 
made in Grayling this 
week to raise a $32,000 
industrial development 
fund in order to con- 
struct a factory building 
near Grayling that will 
house an industry which 
will manufacture 
wooden reels that carry 
heavy wire and cables. 

If the money-raising 
venture is successful, 
the plant will begin oper- 
ations as soon as con- 
struction is completed. 
The plant is now 
operating in Bay City 
where 12 men are em- 
ployed. At least 16 men 
would be put to work if a 
Grayling plant is opened 
with the distinct possi- 
bility that 40 would be 
employed by the end of 
the year and a half, said 
Harry Young of Gray- 
ling. Land is expected to 
be made available on a 
railroad siding at the 
south end of Grayling 
for the new plant which 
would cover 10,600 feet 
with a good chance of 
enlargement in the near 
future. If the plan goes 
through the new 
business would be incor- 
porated as the Grayling 
Reel Company, Inc. 

The reels are construc- 
ted of 90 percent aspen 
and that of large size 
which pulp mills don’t 
particularly need, it was 
explained. The reels 
made by the company 
range from 17 inches to 
7 foot. There are four 
plants now in the United 
States manufacturing 
such reels and it is 
estimated that 18 
Million dollars worth of 
them are sold each year.

Shunning concerns that a United 
States constitutional convention 
could and would not be limited to a 
single subject, the Republican-con- 
trolled state Senate recently ap- 
proved a_ resolution directing 
Congress to either adopt an amend- 
ment to the constitution for a balan- 
ced federal budget or call a con- 
vention to have delegates draft the 
amendment. , 

Thirty-two of the required 34 
states have petitioned Congress for 
the balanced budget amendment. 

Michigan is considered a key state 
as a 33rd state is expected to move 
Congress to act rather than wait for 
a 34th to demand a convention. 

Four Democrats joined 19 Repub- 
licans in approving the balanced 
budget resolution while only 
Senator Harry DeMaso (R-Battle 
Creek) crossed over to vote against 
the resolution with the other Demo- 
crats. 

Those Democrats voting in favor 
of the resolution were Senators 
James DeSana (D-Wyandotte), Gil- 
bert DiNello (D-East Detroit), 
Joseph Mack (D-Ironwood) and Ar- 


’ thur Miller (D-Warren),.

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The resolution was substituted to 
provide guidelines against a_ so- 
called ‘‘runaway’’ convention which 
could open the constitution to any 
subject matter. 

The substitute, written by 
Senator Connie Binsfeld (R-Maple 
City), first asks Congress to propose 
the amendment and send it to the 
states for ratification and second, 
petitions for a convention should 
Congress fail with its own amend- 
ment. 

The substitute further limits any 
convention call to only one ‘‘speci- 
fic’’ purpose of a balanced budget 
amendment and if the convention is 
open further, the Michigan petition 
would be null and void. 

Arguments centered around 
whether a federal convention could

be limited to a single subject. Sena- 
tors cited constitutional lawyers 
depending on which side of the issue 
a member happened to be. 

Senator Gary Corbin (D-Clio} said 
constitutional scholars say that on- 
ce a Call for a convention is made, it 
cannot be limited in subject areas. 
The convention would be limited by 
its own actions, he said. 

Binsfeld, citing lawyers of her own 
liking, said the resolution 
specifically limits the call. She ad- 
ded that should the subject of the 
convention get out of hand, the 
Michigan resolution would no longer 
be effective, making the call invalid. 

- Senator John Kelly (D-Detroit) 
said he was terrified of the prospects 
of a constitutional convention that 
could ultimately undo the frame- 
work of the constitution that has 
been in effect for 200 years. 


He said the resolution could prove 
to be ‘extremely divisive” for the 
country that is already divided by 


various factions by opening the con- 
stitution to various single-issue 
groups. 


Kelly assured the membership 
that if a convention is called he 
would be elected as a delegate and 
offer amendments to disban over- 
seas military forces, ban handguns, 
guarantee comparable work, 
nationalize banks and oil companies, 
limit the freedom of the press and 
make Catholicism the official 
religion of the nation. 

Senator Basil Brown (D-Highland 
Park) called the resolution a ‘“‘myth 
and lie” by conservative, right wing 
members. He said without deficit 
spending, the country would not be 
able to exist. He concluded the 
resolution was just political with no 
bearing or relevance. 

The resolution, is expected to 
receive little consideration by the 
Democratic-controlled House of 
Representatives.

Every summer I am asked 
how long this or that bird or 
animal lives. This can only 
be answered by delving into 
some reference book which 
has data based on birds or 
animals kept in captivity. To 
say the least, such data must 
be taken with a grain of salt. 

One thing that no doubt 
contributes to a short life 
among birds is the rearing of 
young since they give an 
immense proportion of their 
life’s energy to this task. In 
captivity, many birds live 
for ten years or more, but in 
the wilds the small species 
rarely survive more than a 
year or two according to one 
source I have. Many live 
only long enough to rear one 
summer’s young. It appears 
that a large number of birds 
die near the end of their first 
breeding season. The effort 
expended in raising their 
brocds is so great that the 
adult birds are often 
exhausted and even 
emaciated. There is little 
wonder in this since a young 
nestling must be given more 
than its own weight of food 
each day. During the 
average two weeks the 
typical nestling stays in the 
nest, it receives a daily 
ration of half its weight. If 
there are four, five or more 
young, it would seem the 
amount of food needed is 
nothing short of enormous. 
Tree sparrows, nesting in 
Canada, with as many as six 
young, hunt from three in the 
morning until ten at night. 
Titmice weight only half an 
ounce as adults, but they 
have been known to carry 
food to their young 475 times 
in a single day. One study 
showed that a song thrush 
caught 10,080 larvae and in- 
sects in one month’s time, or 
an average of 336 per day.
